A  difficult  situation  confronts  the  college  beginning 
with  the  opening  September  17  next.  On  another  page 
there  is  a  brief  article  which  undertakes  to  estimate  the 
situation  for  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  during  the  next  few 
years.     I    hope   you    wilt    read    that   carefully. 

Since  the  war  Lycoming  College  has  made  progress 
which  has  been  equalled  by  very  few  other  institutions 
but  uncertain  world  conditions  and  the  attempt  to  build 
up  a  strong  defense  program  on  the  part  of  our  govern- 
ment has  made  the  future  of  young  people,  so  far  as  their 
college  education  is  concerned,  very  uncertain  and  Ly- 
coming College  will  be  afl^ected  unfavorably  as  well  as 
other   institutions. 

The  enrollment  at  the  present  time  is  only  slightly 
below  that  of  last  year  but  we  cannot  tell  how  many  for- 
mer   students    will    return. 

You  can  do  your  college  a  most  important  service  by 
thinkinrr    of    the    young     people     in    your    circle  —  church. 
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service  clubs,  or  other  organizations  and  directing  any 
who  have  not  yet  made  their  college  choice  for  the  coming 
year,    to    Lycoming    College. 

No  other  college  can  offer  better  living  conditions  for 
girl  students  than  we  have  in  Rich  Hall.  Our  curriculum 
is  varied  and  full.  1  ought  not  to  take  time  to  enumerate 
the  various  curricula  here  now  but  you  can  feel  safe  in 
directing  young  people  to  Lycoming.

pointment  he  served  five  years  as 
the  District  Superintendent  of  the 
Camden  District,  New  Jersey 
Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  He  deUvcred  an  inspiring 
message  on  the  subject  "The  Meas- 
ure of  Our  Faith." 

The  graduating  exercises,  which 
were  being  held  outdoors  in  flag 
court  for  the  first  time,  started  at 
4  p.m.  Sunday  afternoon  with  the 
traditional  parade  across  the  ath- 
letic field  beneath  sunny  skies. 
After  the  Rev.  Lawrence  Lykens, 
pastor  of  the  Montoursville  Meth- 
odist Church,  had  given  the  open- 
ing prayer.  Dr.  John  W.  Long, 
president,  introduced  the  graduat- 
ing  honor   students. 

Miss  Sara  E.  McGarvey,  of  \C'il- 
liamsport  was  graduated  magna 
cum  laiide;  and  six  seniors,  Francis 
F.  Carducci,  Vincent  R.  A. 
Crouse,  Rhoda  Pontz  Hevner, 
Raymond  A.  Overdurf  and  Shir- 
ley Williams,  of  Williamsport,  and 
Ralph  Schneider,  Bronx,  N.  Y. 
were  graduated  cum  latide. 

Dr.  Long  introduced  the  speak- 
er, the  Reverend  Alexander  R. 
Smith,  D.D.,  Superintendent, 
South  District,  Phidadelphia  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Church, 
who  spoke  on  the  subject  "Who 
Lifts  His  Mind  to  Such  a  Height." 

Sudden  rain  and  wind  whipping 
across  the  campus  interrupted  the 
commencement  address  being  de- 
livered by  The  Rev.  Dr.  Smith, 
but  the  speaker  resumed  after 
graduates  and  friends  had  seated 
themselves   in    Clarke   Chapel. 

Dr.  Smith  contrasted  the  utili- 
tarian theory  of  how  far  one  can 
go  with  the  more  important  idea 
of  the  proper  dedication  of  the 
mind  of  the  individual.  Dr.  Smith 
went  on  to  explain  how  the  liberal 
arts  college  helps  prepare  its  stu- 
dents for  this  proper  dedication  of 
mind  and  sound  direction,  by 
stating  four  principles  of  a  liberal 
arts  education. 

"Observation,  calculation,  ex- 
perimentation and  application,"  he 
said,  advances  the  student  beyond 
the  purely  utilitarian  values  of  life. 


In  applying  what  he  had  said.  Dr. 
Smith  remarked  that  a  man  who 
understands  history  is  not  over- 
come by  futulity,  but  rather  lifts 
his  mind  up  to  better  things.  "No 
man  who  correctly  reads  history 
can  ever  despair  the  future."  Dr. 
Smith  added,  quoting  the  English 
historian  Macauley.  Such  a  mind, 
he  went  on,  "is  commanded  by  the 
authenticity  of  the  centuries  and 
not  the  confusion  of  contempor- 
aries." 

Men  possessing  this  understand- 
ing will  not  only  enjoy  personal 
integrity,  but  also  be  contributors 
to   their  republic,   he  added. 

The  man  who  makes  his  con- 
tribution is  a  part  of  a  high  reli- 
gion. Dr.  Smith  concluded.  Edu- 
cation without  this  high  religion 
can  be  only  cleverness,  he  added, 
charging  the  assembled  seniors  and 
terminal  students  to  gird  them- 
selves   with   high  religion. 

Dr.  Long,  assisted  by  Academic 
Dean,  William  S.  Hoffman  and 
Director  of  Admissions,  G.  Heil 
Gramley,  conferred  degrees  on  one 
hundred  and  nine  seniors  (sixty-six 
received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  de- 
gree and  forty- three  received  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree).  This 
list  includes  those  students  who 
completed  their  undergraduate 
work  since  last  June,  embracing 
summer  session  graduates  and  Feb- 
ruary graduates,  as  well  as  those 
completing  their  work  the  last 
semester.  Eighteen  terminal  stu- 
dents were  awarded  two  year  cer- 
tificates. 

Mrs.  Mary  Landon  Russell,  as- 
sistant professor  of  piano  and  or- 
gan, supplied  the  organ  music  for 
the  processional  and  recessional 
and  the  a  cappella  choir,  directed 
by  Walter  G.  Mclver,  associate 
professor  of  voice,  offered  the  choir 
anthems. 

The  benediction  was  given  by 
the  Rev.  Ralph  W.  Wott,  pastor 
of  the  Hamden  Methodist  Church, 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  father 
of  one  of  the  graduates,  Lucille 
Wott  Smead.

Methodist  Educa- 
tional Foundation 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the 
Methodist  Building  in  Washing- 
ton, March  6,  1951,  attended  by 
the  presidents  and  representatives 
of  the  three  Methodist  Colleges  in 
Pennsylvania  at  which  time  con- 
sideration was  given  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  educational  foun- 
dation which  has  for  its  aim  the 
promotion  on  a  state-wide  basis  of 
financial  help  through  the 
churches.  The  goal  established  by 
the  general  conference  of  1948  is 
a  contribution  of  50c  each  from 
every  member  of  the  church  with- 
in the  State.  A  second  meeting  of 
this  group  was  held  in  Carlisle, 
May  3,  and  action  was  taken  at 
the  recent  annual  session  of  the 
Central  Pennsylvania  Conference, 
held  at  Pine  Street  Church,  en- 
dorsing the  idea.  Bishop  Wickc  of 
the  Pittsburgh  area  and  Bishop 
Corson  of  the  Philadelphia  area, 
together  with  Bishop  Mint  of  the 
Washington  area  attended  the  first 
meeting  and  gave  to  that  extent 
at  least  their  endorsement  of  the 
plan.  This  matter  will  be  studied 
further  in  the  hope  that  such  an 
organization  can  be  created  and 
used  in  the  interest  of  Methodist 
educational  institutions  in  Penn- 
sylvania.

Estimates  of  Higher 

Education   Enrollments 

Estimates  of  Higher  Education 
Enrollments  over  the  period  1950- 
5  1  through  1954-5  5  have  been 
released  by  the  Office  of  Educa- 
tion. During  the  current  academic 
year  full-time  male  undergraduate 
enrollments  are  expected  to  total 
1,05  9,000.  This  year  it  is  estim- 
ated that  274,700  males  will  com- 
plete their  four-year  courses  and 
graduate.  In  195 1-5  2,  enrollments 
will  decrease  to  844,800  with 
205,300  graduating.  In  1952-53, 
757,600  undergraduate  males  will 
be  enrolled  and  202,200  will  grad- 
uate. In  1953-54,  there  will  be 
719,500  such  enrollees  and  178,- 
000  graduating.  The  low  will  be 
reached  in  1954-5  5  when  690,200 
will  enroll  and  166,900  will  grad- 
uate. After  19  54-55  an  upturn  in 
male   enrollments   is   expected. 

Lycoming  College  needs  the 
loyal  support  of  all  alumni  and 
friends  at  the  present  time  and 
especially  for  the  next  few  years 
so  that  the  full  quantity  of  young 
people  attending  college  may  enjoy 
the  privileges  offered  at  Lycoming. 


Fire  Towers 

For  some  years  safety  has  bee.n  a 
matter  of  a  great  deal  of  concern 
to  our  directors  and  administration 
as  well  as  the  faculty  and  student 
body.  It  was  decided  finally  to 
erect  two  towers  at  the  cast  and 
west  ends  of  the  middle  section  of 
Old  Main  building  to  take  the 
place  of   present  stairwaxs. 

Mr.  Clarence  Wagner,  architect, 
prepared  the  plans.  Jacob  Gehron 
and  Sons  were  awarded  the  con- 
tract and  are  now  erecting  the 
stairways  to  be  completed  before 
the  opening  of  college  next  Sep- 
tember.
